BELLEVUE HAS A “CURE.” 


Successful Treatment of Physi- 
cian Connected with New 
York Hospital Ie 
Reported. 


New York, March 25.—{Special.]—After 
three years of experiment and observation a 
specific serum for the treatment of lobar 
preumonia cases has been offered to the pub- 
lic by the Rockefeller Institute of Medical 
Research. 

With the offer is the statement that the re- 
sults indicate the efficiency of the discovery 
in lowering the mortality from this disease. 


Bellevue Also Has Cure.“ 

As a result of working on independent 
lines an announcement also came today 
from Bellevue hospital that a pneumonia 
serum developed in its laboratories was re- 
cently used successfully upon Dr. P. M. How- 
ard, a staff physician of that inetitution. 
Its efficacy was marked and Dr. Howard, 
whose condition was critical, is now in the 
convalescent stage .

My Dear Mrs. MacDougald: I found 
myself so occupied in Atlanta that I did 
not write to you concerning the Frank 
case, as I meant to do. The postpone- 
ment, however, was not due to any lack 
of interest, for the subject has been much 
in my mind ever since. An execution is 
0 desperately irrevocable that it can 
seem justifiable only upon the most un- 
equivocal and downright evidence. To 
permit it under any other circumstances 
outrages one’s profoundest human in- 
stincts. Will it not be possible immedi- 
ately to secure a reprieve of ninety days, 
during which time every effort might be 
made for further evidence? 

I have been in Atlanta several times, 
and have always received the impression 
of a thriving, open-minded city, and one 
in which men and women were accus- 
tomed to discuss together the graver as- 
pects of community responsibilities. 
Would it not be possible, therefore, for 
the women of Atlanta through their or- 
ganizations or through petition to protest 
against the execution of a man concern- 
ing whose guilt there is so much room for 
doubt? 

This protest could be made in the name 
of protecting the ethical instincts and 
human sympathies of the young people 
of the city. To permit this execution to 
go on may be committing an outrage 
against the finer natures of your own citi-

The “come on letters of the youthful

old widow he is alleged to have murdered 
for her money were read to a jury in Judge 
McDonald's court yesterday. 

The letters form the last link in the state's 
chain of circumstantial evidence ta prove 
that Koetters induced Mrs. Emma Krafts to 
convert her holdings into cash, then, on 
promise of marriage, lured her from Cincin- 
nati to a room in the Saratoga hotel, where, 
unseen, he knocked her skull with a hammer 
and vanished from his pursuers for a year. 

The letters slipped out of two handbags 
which Koetters is identified as having 
pawned at the Illmols Central depot the aft- 
ernoon of the murder. One of them was the 
preperty of the slain woman. Some of the 
missives bear the signature of John Cut- 
ter. which is the name under which Koetters 
passed at various times. The state contends 
the letters substantiate the theory that Koet- 
ters preferred manipulating the emotions of 
an old woman, for money, to the arduous 
ways of labor.

Col. Seely absolved Field Marshal Sir John 
French and Gen. Paget from all blame in the 
matter. He added: 

The blame rests on me alone. I have mis- 
led the cabinet inadvertently and with honest 
intent. I added to the cabinet document not 
knowing it to be final. If I had been present 
at the meeting of the cabinet this would 
not have happened.” 


Says Government Is Firm. 

The refusal of Premier Asquith to accept 
the resignation of Col. Seely was followed 
by a strong speech, In which the premier told 
the house of commons that the government 
had taken a firm stand in regard to the po- 

sition of public servants. 

* shall never assent to the claim of any 
body of men in the service of the crown to 
demand from the government assurances of 
a hypothetical character as to what should 
be done in circumstances which have not 
arisen.” he said. “‘Such a claim would put 
the government at the meréy of the military 
and naval authorities.” 

The premier added that when he had told 
the house the officers had returned un- 
conditionally to their duty he was unaware 
that the two closing paragraphs had been 
adde to the communication to Gen. Gough. 
The gist of these. was: 

In conclusion the prime minister said: 

“IT am not going to accept Col. Seely's 
resignation. To do so would be ungenerous 
and unjust.

Attack by A. J. Balfour.

Says Nothing Was Revealed. 

J. Austen Chamberlain complaimed that the 
government had revealed nothing concern- 
ing the instructions given by the army coun- 
cil to Gen. Paget. If, as has been stated, 
the government merely intended the move- 
ment of troops to protect the stores, it would 
never have told Gen. Paget to excuse from 
service the officers domiciled in Ulster. It 
was inconceivable, he said, that when the 
premier gave his statement to the press on 
Sunday he knew that Mr. Churchill had or- 
dered à battle squadron to Lamlash.

The government had not believed it 
possible that the army had such strong con- 
victions as had been shown. The army con- 
sidered that in the matter of home rule the 
government was as much a revolutionary 
fommitteé as Huierta’s government in Mex- 
ico: 

Sir Edward Gray, secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, denied the government had 
planned any action except that contained in 
Gen, Paget's written instructions. Some of 
the depots in north Ireland, he said, were 
wholly defenseless, and there had been an 
honest misunderstanding on the part of the 
oMoers. 

There is one certain road to revolution,“ 
said the foreign secretary. That is for the 
government to allow its policy to be dictated 
or influenced by the politica of the officers 
of the army.“ 

Mr. Balfour’s motion to reject the consoli- 
dated fund bill, which provided the pretext 
for the debate, was defeated, 314 to 222.

Mrs. Frances Squire Potter died yesterday 
at her residence, -4581 Oakehwald avenue, 
after an illness of many months.

She also was professor of etymology 
at Brooklyn institute. She was a member of 
the University Lecture association. 

Mrs. Potter’s suffrage work made her cor- 
responding secretary of the National Wom- 
an's Suffrage association for many years. 
She wrote many articles on suffrage, as well 
as several novels and plays on other sub- 
jecta. 


Active in Club Work. 

She had been active in club work, and untfl 
her death was chairman of the literature 
section of the General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs. She was a member of the Mod- 
ern Language Association of America, the 
American Academy of Political and Social 
Science, the Western Boonomic society, the 
Chicago Woman's club, the Chicago Polit- 
ical Equality league, and was a lecturer for 
the Woman’s Trade Union league.

WARNS AGAINST AMENDED 
MUNICIPAL -COURTS BILL. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Nicho- 
las Michels Sees Atiempt at Viola- 
tion of the Bill of Rights. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Nicholas 
Michels yesterday issued a warning against 
the proposed revision of the Municipal court 
act to be voted on at the next election. He 
deciared it an attempted violation of the 
bill of rights, and likely to prove a means 
for blackmail, fraud, and persecution. 

Never in the history of the great state 

of Tilinoia has there been such urgent need 
to arise in defense of civil liberty as exists 
today in cosmopolitan Chicago,” he said. 
“The general assembly has not by general 
law abolished the grand jury in all crim- 
inal cases, and yet this act attempts to do 
so for the city of Chicago in so far as the 
Municipal court is concerned. 

Let taxpayers beware. The proposed act 
will develop a new army of conservators of 
the peace, which will be at the beck and call 
of their superiors, and ready and willing to 
absorb not only all of the fees and fines col- 
lected from unfortunates or lawbreakers, 
but a much larger slice of the corporate 
funds of the city of Chicago than at pre- 
ent.”

The trouble which ended the ganference bo- 
tween the United Mineworkerg a, the mine, 
operators at the Great Northern hotel will 
be settled by the miners themselves. The 
operators will take no part in the meetings. 
The strike which was apparent when the 
conference broke up after a disagreement is 
not likely, according to members of the 
miners’ federation. 1 

It was the contention of the mine operators 
when the conference adjourned on Tuesday 
without an agreement that the matters in 
dispute did not concern the general confer- 
ence. They claim the United Mineworkers 
had no direct interest in the local disputes 
between miners and operators. They pre- 
sented an agreement which seceded to most 
of the demands of the miners.

The trouble arose over the Ohio mining 
law, which provided for a different scale of 
wages for screen workers and those who were 
paid ona mine run besis.

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Sanitary ‘Trustee Sullivan 


Protests Against Terminal 
Law Conditions. 


TELLS MGANN TROUBLES. 


Declares Outlay by Board Would 
Be Made Useless Under 
Ordinances. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Trustee Thomas M. Sullivan, leader of the 
majority on the drainage board, made a vig- 
orous complaint yesterday to Commissioner 
of Public Works McGann against the river 
conditions imposed by the terminal ord- 
mances passed by the council last Monday 
evening. 

Mr. Sullivan wanted sufficient space re- 
served on the west bank of the river in the 
terminal district for bridge abutments so 
that the channel would be 200 feet in the 


clear. 


“To make the channel 200 feet wide the 
Sanitary district has spent $12,000,000 or 
$15,000,000,"" said Mr. Sullivan. “To the 
Pennsylvania company alone we paid $1,300,- 
000 for a strip of land between Madison and 
Van Buren streets to widen the river. Now 
that action will be nullified by the placing of 
-bridge abutments in the river. It isa shame.” 


Commissioner McGann Replies, 

_ “The policy was inaugurated some time 
ago of building bridges with a maximum 
span of 180 feet, replied Mr. McGann. “ The 
distriet has built river bridges with a shorter 
clearance. If it is to be the policy to make 
the spans 200 feet you had better get busy 
right away. Perhaps a by-pass could be con- 
stracted which would give you the flow of 
water you desire.“ 

Mr. McGann turned to the telephone and 
said to Robert Redfield, attorney for the 
Union Station company: 

“Some of the sanitary district trustees 
have indicated they want a larger flow of 
water through the river than is contemplated 
dy the terminal plans. I have suggested a 
by-pass as a remedy. I think you had better 
take up that matter before the trustees of the 
sanitary district ask the mayor to veto a 
part of the ordinance.” 


Discusses Width of Channel. 

The width of the channel was discussed at 
length by the terminal committee. The san- 
itary trustees were not called in. 

Since the committee agreed upon the term- 
inal ordinances the engineering committee 
of the district directed Attorney Adcock to 
write the city regarding the district’s policy. 
In the letter Mr. Adcock said: It has been 
and is the policy of the district to have a 200 


_ foot channel where practicable.” 


“We are now taking 5,000 cubic feet ot 
water per minute from the lake,“ said Mr. 
Sullivan at another point in his discussion 
with Mr. McGann. ‘“‘ We are asking the 


government for the use of 10,000 feet. If we 


get that the current will be fast for naviga- 
tion between bridges of 180 feet or less. We 
are interested from the standpoint of sanita- 
tion. What is the use of having a 200 foot 
channel if it is to be stopped up with bridges 
ent 180 feet between abutments?’’ 


Wants By-Pass Extended. 


There is a by-pass Adams and Van 
Buren streets and Mr. Sullivan desires that 


that be extended north to Monroe street. At 


this thoroughfare the terminal ordinances 
provide for the building of a new bridge by 


the railroads, which will be paid for by the 


city. It will de a one leaf structure witha 
span of 180 feet, according to the present 


plans. 


The proposed new Madison street bridge 
also will have a clearance of 180 feet. 
Mayor Harrison has intimated he will 


not decide before next Monday on signing the 


ordinances. The drainage trustees therefore 


will have opportunity to make their objec- 
tions and state their reasons—if they so 


desire. 

After the mayor gets through with the 
ordinances the railroads must appear before 
the state public utilities commission. The 
clubwomen, headed by Dr. Effa Davis, who 
have been watching the terminal negotia- 
tions, have filed a statement with the com- 
mission.

Will Prepare American Youth 
for Skillful Defense of Na- 
tion in Event of War. 


Establishment of a students’ summer mili- 
tary camp in Ludington, Mich., was an- 
nounced yesterday by Col. W. A. Shunk, com- 
mander in charge of the central division of 
the war department. The camp, which will 
have accommodations for 8,000 persons, is 
the first of ite kind in the United States, 
Col. Shunk said. 

The camp will give young men a short 
course in military training, enabling them 
to discharge their military duties, if the 
country ever should stand in need of their 
services. The project is one of the pet 
plans of Secretary of War Garrison. 

From July 6 to Aug. 7. 

From July 6 until Aug. 7, a period of five 
weeks, the camp will be in operation. The 
summer vacation was selected so students 
may attend with the least inconvenience, 

To enter the camp a youth must be a citi- 
zen of the United States, or at least have 
declared intention of being one, a student 
in good standing in a university or college, or 
in the graduating class of a high or prepara- 
tory school, 18 to 30 years old, and physically 
qualified. These are the only requisites for 
entrance, 

During the five weeks’ period the students 
will receive instruction in military tactica, 
lectures from commanders in the army, and 
plenty of fresh air and exercise, , 

For this $32.50 must be paid by the pros- 
pective entrant. A uniform which will be 
furnished him will cost approximately 610. 
For his board, laundry, and lodging he will 
pay $17.50, and the extra $5 is to cover dam- 
age to government property issued to him. 

The government supplies all tents and 
camp equipment, including rifies and ammu- 
mition. If these are returned without m- 
jury the $5 security will be given back to 
the student. 

Will Teach Use of Rifle, 

The use of the rifle will be demonstrated in 
target practice, and the National Rifle As- 
sociation of America has already offered 
trophies for competition. Army surgeons 
will be in attendance and instruct students 
in first aid in caring for Injuries.

New York, March 25.—[{Special.]—The Iron 
Age tomorrow will say: 55 * 

“In a good many lines buyers of iron and 
steel products are marking time, and it is 
evident that the total of new bookings in 
March will fall far below that of February. 
While there has been little change in the 
rate of production at rolling mills, some 
restriction of operations is expected soon 
unless new demand increases materially. 

“Prices for the second quarter in bars, 
plates, and structural shapes, it is now ap- 
parent, will not go higher than have been 
realized in the first quarter. Weakness has 
developed in a number of directions. It is 
most pronounced in plates, which are selling 
at 1.180 and less at Pittsburgh. 


Structural Prices Off. 

Structural work is fairly satisfactory as 
to volume, but not as to prices. There was 
a scramble for the 35,000 tons of work let 
last week and the 1.50c basis for plain ma- 
terial was broken through more than once. 
The American Bridge company’s share of 
the total was about 9,000 tons. 

It ig figured that something like 900,000 tons of 
steel work is in sight. The Jerome avenue ele- 
vated work in the Bronx—15,000 tona—is er- 
stood to have gone to Milliken Bros., Inc. In ad- 
dition to 50,000 tons of elevated third tracking, 
which probably will be parceled out to a number 
of bidders, more than 15,000 tons of new roadway 
work is about to be let. Three public contracts 
have been most timely and the prices now made 
may prove tempting in other directions. The 
Chicago union depot terminal, requiring frst and 
last 75,000 tons, is a project that soon will be 
classed as live. 

Pennsylvania Order in Sight. 

"The Pennsylvania rail order should not be 
long coming to the mills, For special cropping of 
the ingot, this road now pays 88e a ton extra.
